Reports from Yokohama. 

Assistant Surgeon Moore reports, September 25, 1903, as follows: 
Week ended September 19, 1903, 5 steamers, having a total personnel 
of 450 crew and 265 passengers, were inspected, 168 steerage 
passengers and 11 crew were bathed, and 232 pieces of baggage were 
disinfected. 

No official report of contagious diseases in Yokohama for the period 
subsequent to September 12 has been received by me. Press reports, 
however, indicate that several additional "doubtful" cases of pest 
have since occurred in this city.
